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Every  community  strives  for  a  culture  where  all  children  and  families  thrive. 
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The  Science  of  Prevention 

The  Children's  Trust  Fund's  work  is  based  upon  a  deep 
understanding  of  child  development.  Before  the  age  of  three, 
the  human  brain  develops  more  rapidly  than  at  any  other  time  in 
life.  When  children  are  abused  or  neglected,  the  architecture  of  the 
developing  brain  is  disrupted  which  can  lead  to  lifelong  difficulties 
in  learning,  memory  and  behavior. 

There  is  significant  scientific  evidence  that  adverse  childhood 
experiences  such  as  child  abuse  too  often  have  long-term 
consequences.  "The  ACE  Study  (Adverse  Childhood  Experiences) 
reveals  a  powerful  relationship  between  traumatic  childhood 
experiences  and  future  health  and  emotional  issues,"  says 
Edward  N.  Bailey,  M.D.  of  MassGeneral  for  Children  at 
North  Shore  Medical  Center  and  CTF  Board  Member. 

That  is  why  the  Children's  Trust  Fund's  work  is  so  critical. 
Our  work  with  families  ultimately  is  an  investment  in  the 
wellbeing  of  our  next  generation. 

We  Strengthen  Massachusetts  Families 

Everything  we  do  at  the  Children's  Trust  Fund  takes  into 
consideration  what  goes  on  in  the  life  of  a  family.  If  there  is  a  crisis, 
do  they  know  how  to  find  help?  Do  they  have  a  network  of  friends 
who  can  help  them  out  in  a  pinch?  Are  they  able  to  bounce  back 
from  stressful  situations?  Do  they  know  what  to  expect  at  various 
ages  and  stages  of  their  children's  lives? 

When  parents  can  answer  "yes"  to  these  questions,  they  have  an 
important  foundation  in  place  to  carry  them  through  the  joys  and 
challenges  of  raising  children. 

The  premise  seems  straightforward:  When  parents  treat 
children  with  respect,  love  and  understanding,  the  benefits 
are  long  lasting.  Children  succeed  in  school  and  later  as  adults. 
They're  able  to  sustain  positive  relationships  and  become  effective 
parents  themselves. 

The  question  becomes  -  how  can  new  parents  learn  the  skills  they 
need?  "Most  of  what  we  know  about  parenting  stems  from  our 
own  experiences  as  children  -  that  is,  how  our  parents  raised  us," 
says  Betsy  Busch,  M.D.,  FA. A. P.,  Associate  Clinical  Professor  of 
Pediatrics  at  Tufts  University  School  of  Medicine  and  CTF  Board 
Member.  "If  our  parents  didn't  know  how  to  raise  us  with  patience, 
encouragement  and  age-appropriate  expectations,  then  we  need  to 
learn  these  skills,  so  that  we  can  nurture  our  own  children." 

When  parents  face  stressful  situations,  it  can  be  more  difficult 
to  take  the  time  and  have  the  patience  to  respond  to  children's 
behavior  in  a  constructive  way.  Single  parenting,  financial  worries, 
fear  for  one's  personal  safety,  losing  a  job  -  these  all  put  enormous 
pressure  on  families.  "If  we  don't  understand  a  child's  normal 
developmental  stages  and  we  don't  learn  the  most  effective 


techniques  for  disciplining  our  children,"  says  Busch,  "our  own 
self-esteem  decreases,  and  our  children's  self-concept  suffers  as 
well.  Parenting  education  teaches  us  how  to  raise  children  in  a 
way  that  brings  out  the  best  in  them  and  in  us." 

All  CTF  programs  have  integrated  the  Strengthening  Families 
Approach  to  preventing  child  abuse  and  neglect,  developed  by 
the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Social  Policy  (CSSP).  This  framework 
provides  Protective  Factors  -  characteristics  in  families  that,  when 
present,  increase  the  health  and  wellbeing  of  children  and  parents. 

Parental  resilience 
Social  connections 

Knowledge  of  parenting  and  child  development 
Concrete  support  in  times  of  need 
Children's  social  and  emotional  development 

These  attributes  serve  as  buffers,  helping  parents  develop  coping 
strategies,  support  and  resources  that  help  them  raise  their 
children  effectively,  even  under  stress. 

CTF  brought  the  Protective  Factors  to  Massachusetts  and 
together  with  our  state  agency  and  community  partners  we  are 
creating  a  unified  strategy  for  a  system  of  care  that  focuses  on 
family  strengths.  This  impacts  the  delivery  of  services  for  tens  of 
thousands  of  children  and  families. 

All  of  this  work  is  supported  by  extensive  national  research  which 
continues  to  demonstrate  that  when  parents  have  support  and 
information,  the  risk  of  child  abuse  decreases  and  children  are 
more  likely  to  grow  up  to  be  emotionally  healthy  adults.

The  Children's  Trust  Fund  works  side  by  side  with  local  and  national  organizations  dedicated 
to  supporting  children  and  families. 


The  Pew  Center  on  the  States  has  recently  partnered  with 
CTF  to  examine  how  risk  factors,  such  as  intimate  partner 
violence,  childhood  history  of  maltreatment  and  depression 
affect  participant  use  and  engagement  of  home  visiting 
programs.  The  findings  will  provide  policy  makers  with  the  data 
needed  to  ensure  that  Healthy  Families  Massachusetts  continues 
to  provide  meaningful  outcomes  for  children  and  families  and 
yields  the  strongest  possible  return  on  taxpayer  investment. 

CTF  was  selected  by  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Social  Policy 
to  work  on  a  collaboration  project  to  expand  and  deepen 
the  implementation  of  the  Protective  Factors  framework  in 
family-serving  programs.  This  project,  called  the  AIM  (Action, 
Implementation  and  Momentum)  Initiative,  is  funded  by  the 
Doris  Duke  Foundation.  Together  with  the  Department  of 
Children  &  Families,  Department  of  Early  Education  &  Care 
and  Department  of  Public  Health,  we  are  mentoring  early 
childhood  professionals  in  their  use  of  the  Strengthening 
Families  Approach.  Massachusetts  is  one  of  four  states 
selected  to  participate  in  this  initiative. 

On  behalf  of  the  National  Alliance  of  Children's  Trust  & 
Prevention  Funds,  CTF  developed  a  curriculum  for  family 
serving  organizations  so  that  they  can  integrate  the 
Strengthening  Families  Approach  in  their  work. 


CTF  began  working  in  partnership  with  the  Department 
of  Children  &  Families  to  design  and  implement  family 
support  programs  and  services  at  their  newly  created 
Family  Resource  Centers. 

■   The  18th  View  From  All  Sides  conference  brought  together 
650  family  support  professionals  for  in-depth  examination  of 
cutting  edge  theories  and  promising  practices  in  family  support 
and  education. 

CTF  continues  to  be  the  Commonwealth's  leading  provider 
of  free  trainings  to  family  service  professionals. 
More  than  1 ,500  individuals  participated  in  our  educational 
programs  this  year. 

In  FY  201 1 ,  CTF  completed  three  years  of  Talk  About 
Touching  training  with  the  Boys  &  Girls  Clubs  of  Boston  (BGCB). 
BGCB  will  implement  the  program  in  12  after-school  programs. 

CTF  convened  a  statewide  planning  group  in  anticipation  of 
the  federal  funding  opportunity,  Pathways  to  Responsible 
Fatherhood  grants.  The  Children's  Trust  Fund  worked  with 
eight  state  human  service  agencies  and  14  community  based 
organizations  to  develop  a  proposal  to  support  low-income 
fathers  in  five  communities  across  the  Commonwealth.

Healthy  Families  Parent 
Resilience 

At  15  years  old,  Norland  Martinez  was  on  the  run  from  the  law,  no  longer  in  school,  and 
about  to  become  a  father.  He  was  eventually  placed  in  a  45-day  residential  program  for 
teens  that  focused  on  anger  management  and  discipline. 

"I  had  a  lot  of  time  to  think  while  I  was  there,"  he  says.  "I  realized  that  I  had  to  stop 
running,  stop  hiding,  and  make  changes  in  my  life." 

Norland  got  his  GED  and  started  college  when  he  was  16.  He  is  now  a  certified  nursing 
assistant  and  respite  worker.  He  plans  to  enter  the  medical  field  and,  perhaps,  become 
a  doctor. 

When  Norland  enrolled  in  Healthy  Families  of  Greater  Worcester,  he  had  already  shown 
incredible  resilience.  He  had  made  the  decision  to  turn  his  life  around.  His  father  was  not  a 
stable  presence  in  his  life,  yet  he  is  determined  to  be  there  for  his  own  son. 

Knowledge  of  Parenting  and  Child  Development 

Norland's  home  visitor  Marie  Flamer  worked  with  him  so  that  he  gained  knowledge  of 
parenting  and  child  development.  "As  a  parent,  Marie  helped  me  every  step  of  the  way," 
says  Norland,  now  18.  "She  taught  me  what  to  expect  at  different  stages  of  my  son's  life. 
I  know  what  it  means  to  be  a  good  father." 


"I  have  full  custody  of  my  two-year-old  son,  Jayden.  He  is  learning  new  words 
and  skills  everyday  and  I'm  part  of  all  of  these  milestones."

Rebecca  and  Jeremy  Phaneuf  of  Framingham  joined  a  group  for  deaf  parents  funded  by  CTF  at 
Center  for  Living  &  Working,  Inc.  By  participating  in  this  program,  they  connected  with  other 
parents  who  also  are  deaf  and  hearing  impaired.  They  now  have  a  network  of  parents  with 
whom  they  can  discuss  mutual  issues  about  raising  their  children.  Their  son  Daniel  is  2.  "From 
socializing  with  the  other  parents  I  realized  how  easy  it  is  to  learn  from  my  mistakes,"  says 
Jeremy.  "It's  really  great  to  share  feedback,  both  positive  and  negative,  about  raising  children 
and  get  some  support  that  way.  And,  that's  how  I  can  approach  difficult  situations  better." 

Knowledge  of  Parenting  and  Child  Development 

"Participating  in  the  group  helped  me  improve  my  relationship  with  my  son.  For  example,  now  I'm 
playing  more  with  him,  teaching  him  how  to  communicate  better,  how  to  respect  people,  and  how 
to  draw  pictures.  We  do  lots  of  fun  activities  together  that  help  him  grow,"  says  Rebecca.

The  Phaneufs  discovered  their  son  needed  early  learning  services.  "We  learned  about  the  Head 
Start  and  Early  Intervention  programs  by  participating  in  the  parenting  group,"  says  Rebecca.

Since  Daniel  joined  the  group  with  other  children,  his  use  of  sign  language  has  increased  and 
his  social  skills  have  developed  more.  He  has  learned  how  to  get  along  better  with  other  kids.
